— At sunset on 
September 28th, the exploring p.irty, 
fand§5 ^tJSJ^cJR^aA^^^I.' 'Morqvyether, 
cmFarked^nl Aden la the Euphrates and 
Coroinandel, under n salute from the bat- 
tery, the forinor vessel having in tow a 
largo barge of 140 tons, for tlio purpose 
of facilitating tlia landing of borHjs and 
stores. The Coromaiidel was ordered to 
rendezvous at Dissee Island, there tf> 
await tho Euphrates, which steamed di- 
rect to Mnssawah, to.'pick.up any intelliV 
genee regarding tho captives, , off which 
port she arrived at 8 a. m., on tlie morn- 
ing of the SOtli. Mnssowah ia an island, 
lbo;8truit8 lying between it and tho imiin- 
land forming aafe,: anchorage for Imlf aJ 
dozen vessels 'at the utmost — not for n 
fleet, as I have seen 'it' stated' in the 
papers. It is for this reasbn -thal Mossoi- 
wali can never bo fixed upon as a point of 
debarkiition for troops. The i.slaud baa 
been held by the Egyptians for some lime 
and is now covered with lioiisos inliabited 
by men of i-'o-'y races, who trade as mer- 
chants with Abyssinia and the Arabian 
ports adjacent.' ¥uraeroiiV' feWy boats 
ply between tho island and tho mainland, 
wliiilier tlio inhabitants resort every even- 
ing, so tliat Massotvuh becomes at tliat 
time deserted.

Having, at Massowuh, picked up tlio 
acting English Consul, M. ilunzinaer, 
who hod received no recent ihtelligenqo 
from the papiiveB^nthei -•Euphrates joined 
the Coromandol nt- Dissee Island, and in 
company tiie two vessels reached Amies 
ley Bay on Octolicr Jd, at 11 o'clock ;

It was hero fouud ; that;,tlio wells, which 
were two miles 'iniand, ditf not contain 
sufBcienl water ; and ^cfoVdingly ear y 
tbo following day the expedition^ steamed 
over to this place on the oppositq side (if 
the bay. A dry rivcr cuurBe was h re 
found, in wliieh the natives liivu mimer- 
ous wells, and it was soon apparent that 
thif place was the only one lit for the de- 
barkatioo of tioopp, as Anne&ly 13ay and 
Dis.sec Island on the north give the pro- 
tection needed ngatiist the northeast gales 
to vessels, any number of which can be 
here nccomiiiodaicd. 

A landing stage waii soon formed and 
horses and troops were conveyed ashore 
in safety, and a camp formed ihree-quar- 
lera of a mile ifll,Wi>d.

have, already st ited, daiiKhtcrs of tho late 
i^eiijainin Morgan formerly of the firm of 
Price Sc Morgan, mereliaiits in Phihuiel- 
])liin, and afterwards President of the 
liank of Louisiana, at New Orleans, and 
intere^tf4-.ia.:large sugar pstates. At tho 
time Messrs, Price & Morgan dissolved 
partnership the^ each possessed a hand- 
some fortune, and 'they 'mutnallj agreed 
that in case of pccuniury inisfortuno or 
lo-s befailing either of tliem, the other, if 
still in good circumstances, was lo share 
his properly with tho unfortunate one. 
Jiliin? years afterwards Mr. Price failed 
in Philadelphia, and Mr, Aforgan trans* 
ferred to him a row of buildings on 
Tclion|)itoulas street. New Orleans. 
.Some years after, and about the time of 
Mr. Morgan's death, the latter became 
emharrassed hy endorsements for his ac- 
quaintances. Mr. Price having in the 
ineantinie accumulated another • fortune, 
after the death of his old partner recon- 
veyod the siuiio valuable property on 
'J'clioiipitoiil;;s slieet lo Mr. i\Iorgan's 
children. This i.s one of the rare instun- 
ces, in this life, of faitiifnl, lionorSblS fl'ij4 
undying friendship, and quite as- extraor- 
dinary as that all four of the daughters 
slionld be killed at one fell swoop, 1,000 
miles from lionie.
